THE MISSIONARY QUESTION,

There has been a considerable amount 
of correspondence of late in the Shanghai 
papers and elsewhere on the pereunial 
subject of mis-ionaries, na‘ive Christians, 
and lawsuits, but it eannot be said that 
there is any more finality about the dis- 
cussion than before. This subject, of 
course, is but a branch of the general 
“missionary question,” a clause about 
which was oddly enough inserted in the 
British commercial treaty with- China 
arranged last year by Sir James Mackay. 
Article XITI of that treaty, it may be remem- 
bered, ran:—“ The missionary question in 
“ China being, in the opinion of the Chi: ese 
“Government, one réquiring car ful con 
“sideration, so that, if possible, troubles 
“such as have occurred in the past may he 
“averted in the future, Great Britain agrees 
“to join in a Commission to investigate tl.e 
“ question, and, tf possible, to devise meats 
“for securing permanent peace between 
“converts aud non-couverts, should such. a 
“Commission be formed by Chita and the 
“Treaty Powers interested.” Such 1 Com- 
roission still awaits formation, and iu the 
meantime various aspects of the missionary 
question continue to-present themsclves as 
of old. That aspect which concerns the 
action of missionaries when native converts 
are involved in lawsui's has 
most attention of late, and it is indeed the 
most difficult branch of the question at 
issue. €ome rather voluminous letters have 
appeared in the North-China Daily News 
recently, interesting in themselves, but of a 
partisan character for the most part. This
